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History of the Breed in Britain and America 


This first section to appear in 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal deals 
with the Foreword by Secretary 
Gray; gives a brief resume of the 
lineage of the breed; its birth place; 
Hugh Watson of Keillor; the exhib- 
its at Inverness and Aberdeen; Tilly- 
four and its influence on the breed. 
This is without doubt one of the most 
interesting and enlightening pieces 
of breed literature ever issued and it is with no small degree of 
pride that next issue of the Journal will continue this serial which 
should not be missed by a single breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

During the past decade a nation-wide interest in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle and consequent increase in the number of breeders and 
members of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
has created a new demand for information concerning the breed. 
To meet this call—to place before all seeking it information con- 
cerning the greatest and oldest beef breed—this short history of its 
origin and development in 
Scotland, its transplantation

of such a history. From this short 
history and from the other statistical 
and descriptive publications of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association a complete review of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Breed’s history may 
be obtained from its Caledonian 
birthplace to the proud pinnacle of 
fame on which it now rests wherever 
good beef is grown.—Chas. Gray,

The Lineage of the Breed.—Hornless cattle existed in the earl- 
iest age to which we can trace the bovine form. In the day when 
first humanity itself appeared—when man was savage and a hunter, 
but yet an artist—there existed a finely formed polled race of cat- 
tle as depicted on the walls of the caverns of these dark-skinned 
folk—“the oldest of men.” During that period Britain was contin- 
uous with the continent and consequently the polled cattle spread 
into the nooks and corners of what was then the land’s end of Eur- 
ope. Fossil and semi-fossil remains, found in Scotland, establish 
the fact of the prehistoric ex- 
istence of wild polled cattle in 


to America and its subsequent 
career has been prepared. No 
attempt has been made to 
present more than the merest 
outline of the breed’s history, 
but the main facts have been 
brought down to date. Con- 
troversies long and_ bitter 
have prevailed touching more 
than one phase of the breed’s 
development. No cognizance 
has been taken of them, the 
generally accepted view hav- 
ing been given in every in- 
stance. Differences as to 
men and matters incident to 
the breed’s progress 50 to 100 
years ago can have no possi- 
ble bearing ou its position to- 
day.

those very districts occupied 
by the known ancestors of the 
present Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. King Kenneth MacAl- | 
pine of Scotland when pro- 
mulgating the laws at Scone 
in Perthshire, specifically 
mentions “black *homyl” cat- 
tle—which is the first histor- 
ical reference to the breed 
we have. 

Memorial stones erected 
by the native Scots in com- 
memoration of their repulses 
of invading Norsemen, and 
now found at Aldbar and 
Meigle in Forfarshire and 
Burghead in Morayshire cer- 
tainly depict “the hornless 
cattle of the country.” Ken- 
neth’s laws applied to the re- 
gion that became the early 
seat of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed, and there is document- 
ary evidence to show that in 


deen-Angus breed, from 
which much of the matter in 
this little work was taken, the 
Association desires to express its thanks to Mr. R. C. Auld, New 
York, a nephew of the late Wm.

1523 the black homyl cattle 
occurred in Aberdeenshire, 
but the first specific mention 
of polled animals of the breed is that of the prize-winning “black 
humble” exhibited in 1811 from a well-known Aberdeenshire source, 
the influence of which on the breed jis still felt. These concentrated 
facts prove that the Aberdeen-Angus is the oldest polled breed— 
in Britain at least—and accounts for its extraordinary prepotency 
in transmitting its color and hornless character. The value of these 
characteristics in crossing or grading up—in putting the royal

From the Coast.

While at the California National Live 
Stock Show held at San Francisco, recently, 
I had the pleasure of starting two new 
breeders with Aberdeen-Angus both of them 
residents of California. 

Mr. H. O. Harrison of 1200 Van Ness Ave., 
San Francisco, had been studying the vari- 
ous breeds for some time with the idea of 
adopting the one best suited for his purpose 
of producing a high grade of commercial 
beef and finally decided on the Aberdeen- 
Angus as the breed which would do best on 
the range. In connection with his commer- 
cial beef herd he also decided to start a pure 
bred herd and with this end in view he has 
purchased the entire herd of Clinton M. 
Perry of Oriska, North Dakota, consisting of 
some fifty head of pure breds. He also 
bought of us for use as herd sires our aged 
bull, Blackbirdman C. B. 5th, which has 
headed our show herd during the entire sea- 
son, being first shown in Canada and later 
on in the States; also the Junior Yearling 
Prideman C. B. 18th, by Idolmere 4th. 

Mr. Harrison tells me that his first favor- 
able impression of the Angus came from an 
article appearing last summer by E. E. Ir- 
win of Salem, Illinois, wherein he described 
the sterling beef making qualities of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus This incident serves to em- 
phasize the good that can be accomplished 
for the breed in spreading Aberdeen-Angus 
propaganda at every opportunity. There 
should be more articles dealing with Aber- 
deen-Angus appearing in the leading live 
stock publications. 

Mr. D. E. Alexander of Charles Valley, 
Napa County, California, was another who 
decided to make the Angus his favorites, 


buying from us 12 head of bred females of 
our very best stock, four of them being 
granddaughters of Oakville Quiet Lad and 
five descendants of Prince Albert Ito, all of 
them being bred to our leading herd sires. 
He is ‘placing this stock on his beautiful new 
ranch at Chiles Valley, California, which he 
has just purchased. It is Mr. Alexander’s 
plan to develop a very high class herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus and as soon as he is able 
will put out a show herd to exhibit at the 
leading fairs on the Coast. 

I was also very much pleased to meet Mr. 
F. M. Lohse, Manager of the El Dorado 
Ranch, Grafton, California, who informed 
me that they were very highly pleased with 
the shipment we sent them in July; that one 
of the cows already had a fine bull calf 
which they were planning on developing into 
a herd sire.

The thirtv-ninth annual meeting of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation will be held at Chicago, Wednesday, 
December 6, 1922, commencing at 7:30 o’- 
clock p. m., in the Red Room of the La Salle 
Hotel. It is to be hoped every member of 
the Association can arrange to attend the 
annual meeting and also the International 
Live Stock Exposition which will be held 
December 2 to 9 1922. 

Volume 33 of the herd book has just been 
received from the printer and is now ready 
for distribution. The price to members is 
$3.00 per volume. Only a limited number 
have been printed on account of the high 
cost of printing, so members desiring a copy 
should order immediately before the supply 
becomes exhausted. 

Retired members, or any who may have 
come into possession of a set, or part of a 
set of herd books, should communicate with 
the Secretary in order that those wishing 
such back numbers may be put in touch with 
such opportunities to complete their sets. 
Mention volumes and quote price per vol- 
ume. 

Volume 34 is now in the process of make- 
up. Members should send in applications 
for their calves as soon as possible so as to 
avoid heavy receipts later when delays are 
absolutely unavoidable during the busy sea- 
son. 

Reports of awards on Aberdeen-Angus at 
the leading Expositions, State Fairs, Coun- 
ty Fairs and Calf Club Contests have been 
the most encouraging of any that have been 
received at the Association office. The ex- 
hibits have not only been larger but the 
quality has been superior to any that have 
been made heretofore. The distribution of 
the exhibits has also been greater; that is 
there have been splendid exhibits in the Cen- 
tral States, Southern States, Eastern States 
and the Western States. 

Greater enthusiasm has been manifested 
in the Boys’ and Girls’ Calf Club work this 
year. Nearly 100 per cent increase in the 
number of clubs which qualified and report- 
ed for the Association’s special premiums. 
The cash prizes and gold watches offered 
by the Association has stimulated the work 
materially and every indication points to 
a tremendous enrollment for 1923 in the 
Calf Club work. The small premiums off- 
ered at County Fairs for the first time by 
the Association have been greatly apprecia- 
ted and while this work is still in its infancy 
the reports indicate that it has greatly stim- 
ulated the exhibitine at County Fairs. 

The money annropriated by the Board of 
Directors for premiums has been a great im-

year’s business. Up to date a total of 6,158 memberships have been 
issued and it seems reasonable to predict it will only be a few ‘years 
until our membership will reach 10,000.” This marvelous increase 
certainly denotes a vastly increased interest in the breed for no 
doubt a majority of these new memberships are received from new 
men who are launching in the pure bred breeding business while 
the laying of a foundation of most select breeding may be accomp- 
lished as such moderate prices as have been prevalent the past 
couple of years. This percentage should jog along in about the 
same ratio for the next few months while men and conditions are 


still busily engaged in seeking their equilibrium. Let the 
work go on. No man breeding pure bred cattle should hing 
outside the National Association once he has determined to £0 j 
the pure bred breeding business, It is just as important that 
new and the small breeders alike should get into immediate feed 
with the head of the organization which is fostering pjs Chosen 
breed..

The markets may have thei 
ups and downs, however, there is assurance that they will never go 
down so low for any great length of time as to make the growing of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle unprofitable. Men who have bee 
thinking seriously of going into the beef cattle breeding busines 
are requested to thoroughly investigate the merits of the Dodd: 
before deciding definitely which breed to adopt. There is not alox 
merit derived from many angles, but superior quality beneath the 
sleek black hide; for all of which the market buyer is ready an 
willing to pay a premium over other breeds. Young men investigat: 

“What’s under the hide” does mak 
a difference when it comes to marketing cattle to be consumed by 
a critical buying public. Why not supply the kind that sells best!

1 d’s Birthplace.—Scotland’s earl- 
i fg se describe the region compris- 
in the Northeast counties as a famous graz- 
pe ground for cattle and point out that 
Buchan was so called because it paid its trib- 
ute to the Roman legionaries in cattle.

Aikey, Paldy and Tarnty Fairs in 
pleco Kincardineshire and Angus- 
shire, and these fairs, as the evidence proves, 
were the first places where the breeders dis- 
posed of their surplus stock, which was eag- 
erly snapped up by the English graziers. 
With the great increase in the demand for 
beef, as a result of the Queen Ann wars 
(1664-1714), cattle breeding in Scotland re- 
ceived a great impetus. Englishmen—al- 
ways great beef eaters—found that their 
choicest meats came from the Scottish side 
of the border and it was while this trade 
was at its height—in the middle and latter 
portions of the 18th century—that authentic 
yecord was made of the breed’s progress in 
Aberdeenshire and Angusshire, Kincardine- 
shire and Morayshire. In Aberdeenshire we 
find the breed described as having been “im- 
proved” by putting the best males to the 
best females, rules being laid down for 
breeding both for beef and the dairy, which 
proves the breed to have been originally 
what we term a dual-purpose one. 

The breeds of Aberdeenshire are fully de- 
scribed and innumerable descriptions are 
given of the fine specimens killed in the City 
of Aberdeen. The butchers or fleshers there 
had their own guild and were men of a high 
class. They were closely associated with the 
breeders and the dealers—and among these 
particular mention is made of the William- 
sons of St. John’s Wells and Robert Walker 


' of Wester Fintray. Both these were breed- 


ers—though the Williamsons were also the 
largest dealers in Scotland, their only rival 
being, as we are told, Charles McCombie of 
Tillyfour, father of William McCombie, who 
thus inherited his love of the native humlies 
—as the breed was called—the word being 
the same as the homyl of Kenneth’s laws, 
and of Aberdeenshire in 1523. The blood of 
the Williamson and Walker cattle made a 
distinct mark in the early showyards of the 
Highland Society. Robert Walker of Wester 
Fintray had in fact exhibited “black hum- 
ble” cattle at the Gairioch Show, in Aber- 
deenshire, in the year of 1811, and Charles 
McCombie of Tillyfour judged them. The 
first mention of a “dodded animal” in con- 
nection with the Highland Show was of an 
Aberdeenshire polled steer, exhibited in 1823. 

In the meantime operations had been also 
without doubt going on in Angusshire, espec- 
ially in the eastern part of the county—the 
Brechin district, the great Fair of which was 
Tarnty. There the “First Families” of the 
breed are heard of—the Keillor Jocks and 
Favorites, the Buchan Black Meg's and Pan- 
mure—to which sources may be traced the 
great improvement that then appeared in the 
breed. It was to the great Tarnty market 
that Hugh Watson resorted in 1808 to buy 
SIX cows and heifers and a bull. which were 
derived from farms in this section and Kin- 
cardineshire, with which to start his herd at 
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therings held on days dedicated to.

Keillor. Old Grannie, the Prima cow, is be- 
lieved to have been among the lot, and pur- 
chased originally from a Kincardineshire 
breeder. From here also the first of the 
Jocks came. 


Among the other early breeders of this 
formative period were, besides Fullerton of 
Ardovie and the others indicated, Mustard 
of Leuchland, Ruxton of Fannell, Scott of 
Balwyllo, Dalgairns of Balgavies, Chalmers 
of Aldbar, Kinnaird (Lord Southesk) and 
Bowie, Mains of Kelly, the great bull breed- 
er. 

In Kincardineshire the 2arly .breeders of 
the formative class included Hector of 
Fernyflatt (of “sire of Panmure” fame); 
Silver of Netherly, and Black Meg, the dam 
of Panmure fame; Sir Thos. and Alex. Bur- 
nett of the Leys; Scott of Easter Tulloch; 
MclInroy of The Burn, and Portlethen, Port- 
lethen is the oldest herd today—having had 
a continuous existence from 1818, which 


might be extended beyond that, if we take 
into account the herd of the previous occu- 
pier, Mr. Williamson, breeder of the polled 
Aberdeen bull, Colonel. But 1818 is enough 
for the purpose. 


In Aberdeenshire, the list included the 
Williamsons and the Walkers, unique in 
these animals; the Earl of Kintore; McCom- 
bie of Tillyfour, Pirrie of Collithie, Wilson 
of Netherton of Clatt, Col. Fraser of Castle 
Fraser, whose herd was a famous show herd; 
Rev. Mr. Brown of Coull, Lamond of Pit- 
murchie, Conglass of Culsh, Walker of Ard- 
huncart, whose herd was founded about 1812 
by purchases from Wester Fintray; Cooper 
of Hillbrae, of Earl o’Buchan fame; besides 
the breeders and exhibitors of these prime 
specimens of the breed that appeared at the 
early Aberdeen shows. ; 

In Banff was the herd of Sir John Mac- 
pherson Grant, from which is descended the 
present premier herd as it exists today;

Brown of Westertown; Walker of Montblet- 
ton (with close Fintray affinities); Collie of 
Ardgay; Skinner of Drumin, and Paterson 
of Mulben. In Morayshire were Brown of 
Linkwood and others. 

Besides these there were breeders in 
Cromarty and Rossshire, as the annals of 
the Highland Society’s show prove—all 
breeding “Aberdeens.” 

At the earliest shows of the Highland So- 
ciety, before the first regular appearance of 
animals of the breed—which occurred in 
1829—we have proofs of its prominence. In 
1822 there was a general classification of 
“Black Cattle,’ which included both polled 
and horned. At the show of 1823, at same 
place, an Aberdeenshire “dodded” steer is 
mentioned. In 1824 at Edinburgh, we find 
Adam Bogue exhibiting an Aberdeenshire 
steer that took the prize open to all breeds, 
weighing “1,225 lbs., sinking the offals,” or 
2,145 lbs. live weight. At the 1825 Edin- 
burgh show, an Aberdeenshire steer of enor- 
mous size was also exhibited, selling for 
$225. In 1827, the last of the first series of 
shows, Mr. Bogue obtained the second prize 
for a steer bought from, this time, “Mr. Mc- 
Combie of Tillyfour, at the Falkirk 1826 
September Tryst—this being William, not 
Charles, McCombie. 

Hugh Watson of Keillor.—Hugh Watson, 
whose father and grandfather, like McCom- 
bie’s, had been admirers of the native breed, 
began his herd in 1808, and in that year he 
proceeded to Tarnty to buy the best six heif- 
ers and a bull he could get. These animals 
were derived from West Scryne, Kinnaird, 
and Fannell in Eastern Forfarshire; and, as 
is also believed, some of them from Buchan 
—Old Grannie, understood to have come 
from Kincardineshire, dropping .a calf—her 
first, at Keillor—named Beauty of Buchan. 


Alex. Bowie, Mains of Kelly, began to breed 
in 1809—a year after Mr. Watson; and Wil- 
liam Fullerton of Ardovie was contempor- 
aneous with Tillyfour—the latter beginning 
to breed in 1830, and Fullerton about the 
same date—it being in 1831 that he bought 
the Black Meg, which “ranks with the Prima 
cow” and from whom the “Queen’s breed” 
at Tillyfour was to spring. It is in the herds 
of these four breeders that we must seek 
the blood, and study the operations conduct- 
ed therein, to understand how the breed 
started on its career. Little is known of Mr. 
Watson’s breeding operations. For instance, 
it is not generally known that he had a sale 
in 1818, at which he offered animals of the 
“improved dodded breed.” 

Hugh Watson made the first great exhibit 
of the black polls at Perth Show in 1829. 
With one exception all the animals in the 
class were from the Keillor herd, and with 
one exception—a cow purhcased by him from 
Peter Watson, Kirriemuir, “a dealer in Ab- 
erdeenshire cattle’—all were also bred by 
him. No names are given of the animals. 
Mr. Watson also showed the only Angus 
steers exhibited, one pair bred by himself, 
the other by Mr. Johnstone, The Scryne. The 
admiration for Mr. Watson’s bull, cow and 
oxen was neecssarily universal, but “it creat- 
ed surprise that in such a county the shrink- 
ing from competition should be so complete.” 
Mr. Watson also exhibited at Kelso in 1832; 
Aberdeen in 1834; Perth, 1836; Dundee, 
tot Inverness, 1846, and lastly at Perth, 
1852. 

At Inverness and Aberdeen.—At Inver- 
ness, 1831, a very interesting exhibit appear- 
ed. The first prize aged bull was exhibited 
by Peter Brown, Linkwood, Elgin, who was 
mentioned by Wight at the end of the prev- 
ious century as breeding “the best of the

country breed.” At this show also appeared 
perhaps the first cross of the Shorthorn and 
the Aberdeenshire black poll—a bull exhibit. 
ed by none other than the great Barclay of 
Ury, Kincardineshire. 

As Inverness had been, like Perth in 1829, 
the first territorial opportunity for the 
breed, the class being for the Aberdeen Poll- 
ed, to appear before a national nublic, doing 
so in a distinctly impressive manner, so we 
find it natural that coming to Aberdeen 
right in the home of the old breed, a stun 
ning exhibit of Aberdeens should appear. 
But there were also Angus, three bulls, two 
of them from Keillor. This was the first 
time Keillor met the Aberdeens in the show- 
vard, and the first prize went to the Aber- 
deenshire polled bull exhibited by Mr. Fin¢- 
lay, Balmain. 

The first prize for cows at the Aberdeen 
show was awarded to Lord Kintore; and the 
second would have gone to him also, had the 
regulations permitted. Both were bred at 
Wester Fintray. Strangely, the cow that 
was given the second prize was exhibited by 
another Walker still—Robert of Portiethen. 
There were 17 competitors in the class. In 
the heifer class Mr. Hector of Fernyflatt, the 
breeder of “the sire of Panmure,” was first. 
The “great feature of the show was the ex- 
hibit of the polled.” Here the class was for 
“Aberdeen and Angus” cattle—the two prev- 
ious shows having doubtless demonstrated 
the affinity of the two “breeds.” At Aber- 
deen there were prizes for dairy produce, and 
Mr. Walker, Wester Fintray, came out 
strong in the winnings—as noted in the 
chapter on “Milking Properties.” ; 

At Perth in 1836, Mr. Watson was again 
alone, winning in both sections. At Inver- 
ness, 1839, Keillor was first in the aged 
bull class for a bull bred at Balnacreich> and 
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wuson of Pitfour, Aberdeenshire, was 
a i: te junior class. Among the cows 
the Duke of Richmond’s took first to Wester 
Fintray’s second. The Duke exhibited a lot 
of ten polled cows, three having produced 
twins. Fine polled Aberdeenshire steers 
were shown, and high prices obtained for

deen, 1840, there was a great

gus was out in force—Keillor also exhibiting 
Shorthorns; but he had to bow to the irre- 
sistible presence of the Panmure and Black 
Meg host. The blood of these contingents 
was conspicuous and drove competition be- 
fore them—competition that had _ enticed 
Keillor, Portlethen and even Wester Fintray. 
Lord Panmure also exhibited oxen. Tilly- 
four was likewise an exhibitor of oxen. It 
was soon after this that Panmure, “the Hub- 
back of the Polls,” went north to the Well- 
house herd; and Queen and others of her 
family went to Tillyfour—all from William 
Fullerton’s sale. 

Again at Inverness, 1846, Mr. Watson was 
first with Old Jock. Note that in 1843 and 
1846 appeared Panmure and Old Jock said 
by the best authorities “To stand in the front 
rank among the early sires that have most 
contributed tc the improvement of the 
breed.” 

Tillyfour and its Influence on the Breed.— 
At some point in the record of every improv- 
ed breed we reach a man who possessed a pe- 
culiar genius for committing his impressions 
and an account of his operations to writing. 
“When we come to deal with Mr. McCombie, 
we stand on firm ground,” it has been writ-

ten, and in private herd records and other 
personal memoranda of Wm. McCombie of 
Tillyfour a safe historical base is found. The 
McCombies were an “Aberdeen and Angus” 
family of ancient derivation and for many 
years famed as cattlemen. The Tillyfour 
herd was founded in 1830 with animals ac- 
credited by Mr. McCombie himself as “Aber- 
deens,” as from St. John’s Wells and Wester 
Fintray, and as “Angus,” from Keillor, 
Balwyllo, Dalgairns and elsewhere. 

We find here in this assembling of animals 
of these two districts, which took place prev- 
ious to the first territorial Highland Show 
at Aberdeen 1834, both “strains” of the 
breed; in which assembling and matching we 
also witness the welding of the breeds, to 
which the designation was given for the first 
time, on that account, of “Aberdeen and An- 
gus;” a title that years after its fortunate 
consummation was recognized by The Polled 
Cattle Society, which was constrained to fol- 
low the approved mode adopted by the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associ- 
ation; the modern title remaining that of 
Tillyfour with the simple replacement of the 
connecting “and” by a connecting hyphen. 

At Perth, 1829, the breed was designated 
Angus; at Inverness, 1831, Aberdeen; at Ab- 
erdeen, 1834, Aberdeen and Angus, some 
specimens being actually from Forfarshire. 
The actual welding of the breeds, however, 
took place when specimens of both were mat- 
ed together knowingly—as at Tillyfour—and 
at a much earlier date with the Black Megs 
and other famous specimens that found their 
way into Eastern Forfarshire.

Cattle Did Fine on Grass. 

“Never had cattle do better on grass, than 
a string of €00 three-year-old steers which 
I bought at Alpine, Tex., last spring, and 
put on pasture early in May,” said Les Robi- 
son of Towanda, Kas., today. Mr. Robison 
brought in a shipment of 300 head of these 
steers today, all of the Angus breed. 

“T never handled cattle from that particu- 
lar section of Texas before, which is a long 
way down toward the southern part of the 
state. But I must confess these cattle have 
been doing well. The 300 steers I brought in 
today show a gain of 300 lbs. in weight from 
the time they went on grass last spring.”
